It would appear, from 
its clinical history, to have been a case of chronic 
superficial infiammatfOn of the. tongue, the Jong 
continuance of which results in progressive ma- 
lignant destruction of the invaded parts: There

THE CRASH OF ENGINES. 


FURTHER DETAILS OF THE MID- 
LAND DISASTER. 


How the Engines Met, and Rising up Upon Bach 
Other, Were Thrown Off the Track, Killing 
the Engineers and the Firemen, and 
Wrecking the Entire Train—Btc. 


Wasxixcton, February 
reports from the scene of the collision 
at Four Mile Run makes it certain that 
four men were killed in the accident, with the 
probability that one other, who is missing, is 
buried under the wreck. The killed are all 
train hands,

THF CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

The cause of the accident is not yet clear. 
It occurred just north of the viaduct, which 
carries the Chesapeake and Obio canal across 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad track. The line 
has a double track up to within two hundred 
yards on either side of the viaduct, but only a 
single track runs under the arch of the via- 
duct. The trains leave the double track on 
either side by automatic switches, on which 
work two scts of signal blocks, one one each 
side of the viaduct. The rule upon which 
trains are run at this pointis that the train 
which first strikes the signal block 
bas the ight of way. When 
one train strikes the switch a red light is 
shown to any train approaching from the op- 
posite direction. As the trains came together 
on the single track just about half way be- 
tween the blocks, it is supposed that they must 
have struck a termini of the switch at about 

the same moment, 
THE COLLISION DESCRIBED. 

Engineer Brice, of the passenger train, says 
that when he struck the switch the signal was 
that the line was open. He says that as his 
train passed on the single track he saw the 
headlight of the freight, and that the 
train appeared to him to be at 

standstill, There is a dip in the track 
just at the point where the accident occurfed, 
end railroad men who had been there express 
the opinion that owing to the light snow on 
the track, the engineer of the freight was una- 
ble to check the speed of his train in time to 
prevent the collision. 

THE COLLIDING TRAINS. 

The passenger train was the through mail 
from Danville, and consisted of an engine, 
express car, mailcar, baggage car, smoking 
car, one day passenger coach, and two sleep- 
ers. It was in charge of Pilot C. 8. Bennett, 
of Alexandria, and the passengers were in 
charge of Conductor J. T. Wilkins, also 
of Alexandria. There were about seventy 
vaseengers on board. The passenger train 
wes due in Washington at 10:25, p. mi. It 
left Lynchburg an hour anda half late, b 
made up the time onthe way, leaving Alex- 
andria, four miles south of the scene of the ac- 
cident,twenty-five minutes later. It was mak- 
ing time when the collision occurred, and was 
rubpning about forty miles an hour. 

The freight train consisted of about twenty 
cars, two of them laden with oil, and others 
with general merchandise. Within a few 
minutes from the time the collision oceurred, 
the wreck took fire from the engines and 
sll the freight cars and broken cars of the 
passenger train were burned up. The passen- 
gers assisted the train men to push the pass - 
enger coaches back out of danger. The con- 
tents of the express car were totally destroyed, 
and the two safes which it carried were so 
badly injured by the fire that it is supposed 
their contents are destroyed. It is not known 
what the express company’s loss will be, but 
it is eupposed to be heavy. The express com- 
pany 1s now making inquiries to ascertain 
what the car held. 

THE ENGINES MEET. 

When the collision occurred, the engines 
reared up and fell over on each side of the 
track, completely smashed up. None of the 
freight cars were derailed. The postal car 
was telescoped on the tinder of the engine and 
the express car, Which was next to it, was 
emashed into splinters under the baggage car, 
which came behind it, and which ran up over 
it. The smoker was badly wrecked, but nei- 
ther of the other three coaches was at all dam- 
aged. 

Bruce, the driver of the pas- 
sepger engine was thrown clear off the 
wreck down the embankment, and was picked 
up in an insensible condition by the train 
hands several feet away from the track. He 
says he don’t know how he got out of the cab. 
Darley, the fireman of the passenger train, 
seems to have been killed instantly. Only a 
portion of his body was recovered, and that 
was taken from under the boiler of his engine. 
There were two messengers in the express car. 
One of them, R. UH. . Dellett, was 
thrown clear off the embankment, and 
on to the ice covered river twenty feet away. 
He picked himself up, not seriously hurt, and 
coming back to the wreck dragged the other 
messenger, R. O. Stone, out of the ruins of the 
express car, The postal clerks were jammed 
up in the wreck of their car, and Gaylord, the 
mail weigher, had to be cut out, he having 
been caught in the wreckage. Lemuel Robey, 
the baggagemaster, escaped uninjured, al- 
though fifty odd trunks in his car were broken 
to pieces. The conductor of the freight,Angur, 
was found lying in the wreck 
of the passenger train. It is thought that he 
was on top of one of the forward cars of his 
train, and was thrown by the force of the 
concussion. He died afew minutes after he 
was picked up. 

STAID AT HIS POST. 

Freer, the driver of the freight engine, 
seems to have staid at his post until the en- 
gines crashed together. His remains, scarcely 
recognizable, was drawn out from under his 
engine. The body of his fireman, Maloney, 
is supposed to have been burnt up in the 
wreck of the engine. Stewart, the breakman 
on the freight, was picked up from beside the 
wreck of the passenger train, still living but 
died in a few minutes. Another breakman on 
the freight had his toes cut off. 

THE LOSS OF MAIL MATTBR. 

The postal officials say the collision om the 
Virginia Midland railroad last night caused 
the Jargest loss of mail matter of which there 
isany record inthe department. The fre, 
which resulted from the collision, destroyed 
thirteen through registered mail pouches 
coming from New Orleans, Mobile and other 
points ijn the south, and destined for Wash- 
ington, New York and the eastern cities. 
These pouches are known to have contained 
money and valuables, but to what amount 
cannot yet be ascertained. The tre also des- 
troyed 100 sacks of ordinary mail matter, 
heavy miscellaneous mail and 180 registered 
letters taken up for delivery along the line, 
and not enclosed in pgm The ordinary 
mail lost is supposed to bave come from Lou- 
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isiana, Texas, Mississippi, Alabama, parts of 

corgia and South Carolina and points in 
Virginia. 3 

_ THE BURNED MAIL MATTER DESCRIBED. 

Among the mails burned, destined for New 
York, were those which left New Orleans, 
Mobile and Montgomery, Ala., on the morn- 
ing of the 17th, Atlanta, Ga.,on the morning 
of the 18th, Danville, Va., evening of the 18th 
end a of the 19th, Chattanooga, K nox- 
ville and East Tennessee, western North 
Carolina, northern Georgia and Alabama on 
the 18th, and southern Alabama on the 17th. 
The pouches containing registered matter 
from Houston and southern Texas, Montgom- 
ery and middle and southern Alabama, Lynch- 
burg end southern and western Virginia, and 
Chattanooga and middie and southern Ten- 
nessee, formed part of the burned mail. 


A BROKEN RAIL, 


A Slkeper Thrown Down an Embankment 
and Three Persons Killed. 
Cixcinnati, February 20.—As the Ohio and 
Mississippi passenger train, east bound, was 
leaying North Vernon, Ind., this morning it 
encountered a broken rail. The entire train 


passed over the rail in safety except the rear 
sleeper, bound for New York, which was 
thrown down an embankment and wrecked. 
it bad only three passengers aboard. The 
car was broken in halves. E. P. Eldridge, 
passenger, was killed instantly, and the col- 
oreg. porter, named Carroll, ot Baltimore, died 
shay after the accident.

THE FIRE RECORD, 


The Marvin Safe Company’s Works in New 
York Destroyed. 

New Yorx, February 20.—The Marvin safe 

company factory, a huge eight-story building, 

embracing Nos. 324, 332 West 37th street, was 


destroyed by fire during last night, with all 
its contents. How the outbreak occurred is a 
mystery that probably will be never fathomed. 
The walls of the building threatened the sur- 
rounding tenements, which had to be cleared 
by the police. Hundreds of half-clad chil- 
dreB,. women and men shivered in the 
sharp frost, driven from their homes 
and found shelter with hospitable neighbors. 
The firemen worked hard all night, and suc- 
ceeded in confining the flames to the tactory 
building. Tenemente, Nos. 320 and 334 ad. 
joining it on either side, were more or less 
damaged by the falling walls. The loss to 
the Marvin sdfe company is $230,000, of which 
$100,000 is on over 500 safes 
ready for market, or in course of manufacture, 
that were stored in the building; $50,000 on 
machinery, and $80,000 on the building. The 
property of the company was insured for 
$125,060, in thirty companies. Two hundred 
and fifty men are thrown out of employment 
by the fire.

THE BRITISH IN FULL R&TREAT 
FROM THE D&SERT. 


Fears that Bul'er’s Column, and Even Wolseley’s 
Force, May be Massacred by the Arabs—The 
Movements of the English Government 
~ Other Foreign News—Btc., Btc. 


Loxpox, February 20.—A dispatch from 
Korti brings the sad intelligence of the death 
of General Sir Herbert Stewart, who was 
wounded at the Zereba fight ot January 19th. 
His death occurred February 16th, at Gakdul 
wells, where the wounded were brought from 
Gubat. This death, the dispatch adds, has 
cast profound gloom over the whole army. 
The surgeons state that General Stewart’s 
wound was of such a character that his re- 
covery was hopeless from the first. 

BULLER'S COLUMN IN DANGER OF MASSACRE. 

Generat Buller, who began his retreat trom 


Gubat several days ago, was compelled to halt 
at Abu Klea wells and intrench his troops in 
position there, in order to safely defend him- 
self against El Mahdi’s men,who are gathering 
in large numbers on his line of retreat,and are 
continually menacing the British forces. Spe- 
cial dispatchgs, indicate that Wolseley will 
have to send sinmg reinforcements to Buller, 
if the latter is to be rescued from his perilous 
position. Grave fears are entertained 
in some quarters here that 
Buller may meet the fate of Gordon unless he 
is speedily succored. The government has 
called out the militia and suspended the trans- 
fers of officers from the regular army to the re- 
serves. This action has created a profound sen- 
sation, send a general feeling of alarm re- 
specting the satiety of not only the forces under 
buller, but also those under Wolseley and 
Brockenbury. The opinion is widely express- 
ed that the war efiee hes received more start- 
ling information from Wolseley, than convey- 
ed in the telegram in relation to Buller being 
hemmed in at Abu Klea wells. 
A CORRESPONDENT’S OPINION. 

James O’Kelly, formerly.an American jour- 
nalist and latterly a memBer of parliament, 
and war correspondent in the Soudan, has 
written a letter, in which he characterizes 
the march of the British troops from Korti to- 
wards Khartoum by way of Gakdul and 
Abu Kilea as a political and not a military ma- 
neuver. O’Kelly, in this letter, advises 
Wolseley to recall Brockenbury from his 
march towards Abu Hameo, and to mass the, 
entire British force at Debbeh, on the Nile 
below Korti. Evenat Debbeh, Wolseley will, 
says O’Kelley, have great difficulty in retain- 
ing communication with Cairo, if the Arabs 
display energy and intelligence. 

HARASSED BY EL MAHDI, 

A dispatch has been received from Korti, 
dated 19tbh,in which the retreat of General 
Puller from Gubat is further explained. This 
dispatch says that El] Mahdi, on the 11th in- 
stant, had been engaged for three days in the 
wo?k of collecting an army outside of Khar- 
toum, for an advance against the English at 
Gubat. He was loading the steamers with 
guns and ammunition. On the 8th instant he 
dispatched two sheikhs with three thousand 
men and four guns down the right hand otthe 
Nile, to erect a fort opposite the English camp 
at Gubat. 

lt is noticed that the quantity of ammuni- 
tion and projectile now under process of man- 
ufacture and preparation at Woolwich arsenal 
for transportation to Egypt, «is r than 
the quantity sent out of the country during 
the entire period of the Crimean war. This 

fact induces the belief that the governmrat is 
preparing for a long campaign. 

The Irish weekly newspapers for the pres- 
cnt week generally display 
£1 feeling of jubilation over 
tte British reverses in the Soudan. The 
Nation, of Dublin, a type of the class referred 
to, describes ‘‘the British skedadling out of the 
Soudan,” “John Bull still on the run,” ete. 
The same paper expresses the hope that 
‘‘worse things may yet befall the British 
marauders,” and prays that “success may 
shine upon El Mahdi’s banners.” 

CRITICIZING GLADSTONE. 

The morning papers comment harshly on 
Gladstone’s studied silence in regard to Gordon. 
They say that itcould have done the pre- 
mier no harm politically to have 
«xpresses some admiration for the heroism, 
and some regret tor the tate, of the defender of 
Khartoum, because he would have had the 
applause of the whole people without dis- 
tinction of party for such expression. One 
writer says: “Gladstone has exhibited an ap- 
mag want of feeling, which would have 
peen incredible twenty-four hours ago, and for 
which we are wholly unable to account.” 

The third battalion ofthe Grenadier Guards 
started for Suakim to-day. Previous to their 
setting out from Windsor this morning, they 
were inspected by the prince of Wales, who 
also addressed them. 

BULLER ATTACKED BY THE ARABS. 

General Buller reports that the firing of the 
rebels continued all Monday night. Two men 
were killed and four officers wounded. Gen- 
eral Dormer will shortly take command of the 
troops at Korti. 

Lord Wolseley telegraphs General Wood, 
who is at Gakdul, is sending transport camels 
to General Buller, as the latter needs addition- 
a] transport service. Wolseley further says: 
‘‘T anticipate that on the arrival of the camels 
at Abu Klea, General Buller will move to 
Gakdul. 

ENTRENCHED FOR DEFENSE. 

The following report has just been received 
from Abu Klea: 

General Buller sent a portion of his force, 
including all the native troops, to Gakdul on 
the 16th, after which Arab scouts made their 
appearance about Abu Klea. Buller ordered 
new forts constructed, and our 
position strengthened with a view of protec- 
tion against possible attacks. The first Arabs 
appeared at three o’clock in the afternoon. 
The numbers continually increased until 
within two hours of the ridges on the Berber 
road were rom with them. While a row 
of stone defense walls was being erected, our 
infantry advanced several times and fired a 
volley at the rebels, killing many and 
preventing them from coming nearer than 
1500 yards. Lord Charles Beresford also fired 
the Gardner guns which were placed in the 
fort. Until this time the Arabs had made 
hardly a reply, but at 5:30 p. m., without 
warning, they opened. a well-directed fire 
from 500 Remington rifles. The bullets rattled 
all over ourcamp continually, and there was 
no intermission tullsundown. After sunset an 
oceasional volley was fired. All fires and 
lights were forbidden in our camp during the 
night, which was cold and windy. 

FURTHER DETAILS OF THE FIGHT. 

Later details of the night attack on Buller’s 
forces, while on their retreat from Gubat to- 
wards Korti, sey the attack was made by @ 
party of Arab sharpshooters, estimated to 
number about 400. As previously stated 
the Arabs fired at long range, a0 
the British soldiers shielded themselves as 
well as they could behind their hastily con- 
structed entrenchments. No serious attempt 
was made to return the enemy’s fire, owing to 
the necessity of husbanding ammunition. Oa 
the British side two men were killed and 
eleven wounded.

Farmer Ants. 
From the Cornhill Magazine. 

Dr. Lincecum, of Texan fame, has 
proved upon Solomon by his discovery of those 
still more interesting and curious creatures, the 
agricultural ants of Texas. Auerica is essentially 
a jarming country, and the agricultural ants are 
born faimers. They make regular clearings 
around their nests, ar on these 
ciearings they allow nothing to grow 
except ti particuia kind of grain, 
known asent-rice. Dr, Lincecum maintains that 
the tipy farmers actially sow and cultivate the 
ant-rice. Dr. MeCcok, on the other hand, is of 
opinion that the rice sows itself, and that the in- 
sects’ partis limited to preventing any other plants 
or weeds trom encroaching on the appropriated 
area. In any case, be they squatters or planters, 
it is certain that the rice, when ripe, is duly Dar- 
vested, and that it is, to say the least, encouraged 
by the ants. to the exclusion of all other com- 
petitors. “After the maturing and harvesting 
of the seed,’ says Dr. Lincecum, ‘‘the 
dry stubble iscut away and removed from the 
pavement, which is thus left falow until the en- 
suing autumn, when the seme species of grass, and 
in the same circie appears again, and receives the 
same agricultural care as did the previous Crop.”’ 
tir John Lubbock, indeed, goes so far as to say 
that the three stages of human progress—the hua- 
ter, the herdsman the agriculturist—they are 
all to be found among the yarious species of exist- 
ing ants. 

The Sauba ants of tropical America carry their ag 
ricultural operations a step further. Dwelling in 
uncerground nests, they sally forth upon the trees 
and*ent out of the leaves large round pieces about 
as bigasasehilling. These pieces they drop upon the 
ground, where arother detachmentis in waiting 
to convey them to the galleries of the nest. There 
they store enormous quantities Of tnese round 
pieees, which they allow to decay in the dark,so as 
to form a sort of miniature Mushroom bed. On 
the moldering vegetable heap they have thus piled 
up they induce a fungus to grow, and with this 
fungus they feed their young grubs during their 
helpless iniancy.

In his recent speech at the banquet tend- 
ered him by certain citizens of New York, 
Senator elect William M. Evarts made a di- 
rect and bitter appeal to that spirit of sec- 
tionalism which has contributed so muc}, 
since the war toarrest the development of 
confidence and good feeling between the sec- 
tions, Itisas plain that Mr. [varts inten- 
ded to niake asensation, as that he failed ut- 
terly; and that he failed is creditable to the 
common sense of those who heard him and 
of those who read the newspaper reporls of 
his utterances. It is equally as plain that 
the tone and character of Mr. Evarts’s re- 
marks were a surprise to the better class of 
republicans who were in sympathy with the 
movement that brought about his election 
to the senate, and the result is that this poor 
old man, who has acertain reputation for {\u- 
ency on platforms and before juries, staris 
out by disappointing the expectations of the 
very men who chose him to represent their 
interests and the inicrests of the whole coun- 
try in the United States senate. 

Under these circumstances, it is natural 
that there should be some pretest against Mr. 
Evarts’s attitude and utterances; but some of 
the protests we have seen in our northern 
democratic exchanges strike us 
as somewhat too 8. strenuous. The 
truth is, there has never been a more over- 
rated public man in this country. He is 
essentially a small man, @ narrow-minded 


™, man. Facility in quoting the law and {lu- 


ency of tongue do not constitute greatness, 
and have nothing to do with statesmanship. 
if they did perhaps Mr. Evarts would {i'! the 
requirements of greatness. As it is, he falis 
far below the stature of men who love their 
country and seek to contribute to its unity 
and its efficiency. - 
There is no reason why democratic papers 
should protest against Mr. Evarts’s attempts 
to revive the spirit of sectionaliam at a time 
when the people of the country have con- 
cluded te bury it. Sectionalism is dead, and 
ten thousand men of the calibre of Mr. Evarts 
cannot revive it. Wedoubt whether he him- 
self is anxious to révive it. We doabt 
whether he thought seriously of thé interpre- 
tation that would inevitably be placed ou his 
utterances. He was elected as @ republican, 
and he naturally supposed that he would be 
expected to speak asa republican, Being a 
smal] map—a mab whose views are a3 DATTOW

as the squeak of a mouse-—he regards sec- 
tionalism as republicanism. Hence his sur- 
prising remarks. 

He is noe the only republican who has 
made that mistake. His speech is merely an 
echo of the heart rending wail set up by Mr.

A LOCAL CURRENCY. 

The Cleveland Herald courteously criticises 
the suggestion of Tux Constrtvtron that the 
law putting a tax on all circulating notes ex- 
cept those of national banks should be re- 
pealed. It argues that the evils of the 
old state-banks’ system would be revived, 
with the abolition of the national bank 
monopoly. : 

We do not think this would necessarily 
follow, The very experience to which the 
Herald alludes would help us avoid trouble 
in the future, One thing is very certain. 
The financial times are out of joint at pres- 
ent. There isnow hoarded in the New York 
banks over $50,000,000 above the surplus 
required by law. Itis lying there idle, while 
in the south and west there is pressing de- 
mand for capitel. A Wali-sireet speculator 
can borrow a million dollars of this surplus 
for speculation at 6 per cent a year, while a 
Georgia farmer with a $10,000 plantation can 
not borrow a dollar at any rate, unless he 
takes it through intermediate companies that 
add commissions until the money costs from - 
12 to 20 percent. In this city a month ago 
Messrs. Wilkins & Post were forced t) sus- 
pend their bridge works and throw two 
hundred men eut of employment, for a debt 
of less than $10,000, when they showed assets 
of $117,000 on a total indebtedness of $47,000, 
and have had the decision of a court as to 
their solvency. If there were no tax puto. 
these notes the Georgia and the Central roads 
could issue $2,000,000 each of currency that 
would be just as good as national 
bank notes. This would supplement our 
present currency and give Georgia what she 
needs—-more capital. If the law we complain 
of were repealed, we guarantee that (ieorgia 
could add twenty million dollars of currency 
to her present capita!, with 
or inconyenience to the public than would 
resuit if additional national banks were en- 
titled to make the same increase.

Several weeks ago an Atlantian engaged

quite young, end Bethel undertook their 
education with a feeling of pride.
